CO-OPERATIVE GROCERY TO BE 
ESTABI 

With the recent sale of the gro- 
cery stock, fixtures and good will of 
his business by Dan Jordan, to the 
Parakeet Company, there will 
be established in Paris what 
has for a long time been under 
consideration, a co-operative gro- 
cery. The new concern will be un- 
der the direction of a Board of Di- 
rectors, composed of George W. 
Wilder, J. C. Nickerson and W. K. 
Griffin, local officials of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville. The venture will 
be financed largely by local em- 
ployes of the Louisville & Nashville. 

The Parrakeet Co. operates a 
chain of co-operative stores located 
at different points in the State, and 
is establishing others. The Jordan 
store will be taken over by the new 
concern about the first of next 
month. At that time a manager 
will be selected to take active 
charge of the business. It is the 
plan of the new concern to sell 
goods at a rate that will enable 
them to make a living profit and at 
the same time serve their custo- 
mers with goods at prices that will 
enable them, also, to combat the 
high cost of living.

AUTOMOBILE STOLEN.

The -new parking ordinance passed 
at a recent meeting of the City 
Council, is being rigidly enforced, 
and has been the cause of bringing 
to grief a number of auto owners 
and drivers. The new measure went 
into effect Saturday, when the first 
move was made by the police in en- 
forcing it. 

Instructions were issued by Chief 
of Police Link to the police force to 
arrest every person who parked an 
auto on Main street longer than 
thirty minutes. The patrolmen were 
furnished a card bearing the ordi- 
nance in full and accompanied by a 
perforated tag. The tag was mark- 
ed with the time the machine was 
found parked and the license num- 
ber of the car. This was placed in 
the car, and when the patrolman re- 
turned, and the car was still there 
over the time limit, the hour was 
noted and the owner or driver noti- 
fied to appear in Police Court. 

Saturday afternoon Patrolman 
George W. Judy instituted a vigor- 
ous campaign and took four ma- 
chines to headquarters and notified 
fifty others of the ordinance. Yes- 
terday he was again especially vigi- 
lant, and served notice on several 
owners to appear in Court and stand 
the consequences of violation of the 
traffic regulations. The campaign 
is to continue as long as the ordi- 
nance is in effect and some of the 
police are determined to see that it 
is obeyed. 

On the streets intersecting Main, 
between Main and Pleasant, ma- 
chines may be parked only on the 
south side of the street, and be- 
tween Main and High streets, on 
the north side.

PROMINENT NEWSPAPER MAN 
DIES SUDDENLY 

Graham Vreeland, publisher of 
the Frankfort State Journal, and 
owner of the Dearing Publishing 
Company, died at Norton Infirmary, 
in Louisville, Thursday, of apo- 
plexy. 

Mr. Vreeland, his wife and daugh- 
ters, motored down from Frankfort. 
Wednesday. He had been in poor 
health and came to Louisville for 
treatment. Aside from high blood 
pressure, there was no symptom of 
any serious danger, howevef. and 
none thought of a fatal termination. 

Mr. Vreeland was born in Wash- 
ington county in 1871. After .leav- 
ing high school he became a report- 
er for the Courier-journal and rose 
to the position of managing editor. 
For twenty years he reported the 
Legislature for the Courier-Journal 
and was known to politicians from 
one end of Kentucky to the other. 

Eight years ago he purchased an 
interest in the Frankfort State 
Journal and since then has been in 
the publishing and printing busi- 
ness. He had been very successful 
and amassed a fortune. 

Mr. Vreeland is survived by his 
mother, wife and daughters, Anna- 
belle and Margaret, 19 and 16 years 
old respectively, and by two broth- 
ers, Rev. Walter and Hubert Vree- 
land. His aged mother is prostrat- 
ed. The body was taken to Frank- 
fort tor interment.
